It states that In the present state 
of knowledge it is impossibie to say 
categorically whether or not stored 
foods are as nutritious. ns fresh

“The available evidence suggests,” 
continues the report, ‘that modern 
methods of storing foods cause little 
depreciation in thelr nutritive value,

of good initlal quality that has been 
stored by the best modern meth 
ig likely to be superior in many 
Hiietee to similar food that, though 
ati technically fresh, is in reality 
stale."

Juvenile Courts 
“Wickedest 
“Farce, Says J.P. 


Declaring “the business of juvenile courts is the 
wickedest farce I know,” Councillor Paul Griffiths, pre- 
siding magistrate at Wednesbury (Staffs), . recently 
added: “I try to help in these cases, but I don’t want to 


be here.” 


Before the court were two ten-year-old boys accused 
of indecently assaulting a girl-of 11. 
Detective-Sergeant Lockley said that on August 16 the girl, 


with two others, was crossing waste land 


known a3 “The Jungle.” 


Five boys chased the girls, but two got away. 


Tho one who was caught was stripped, her feet and hands 
were tied, and she was beaten with a stick. 


“z ‘nm satisfied,” the ofMfcer sald, 
“that the girl was in the power of 
these boys for. at least an hour and 
a half.” 


The girl was stil receiving medical 
treatment, he added. 


Superintendent J. H. Hall, apply- 
ing for a remand, said: “I am bound 
to point out thot this Is a very 
serious cose. 


“The two boys before the court 
are the eldest of the five. and I think 
one or both should’ bo scnt to a 
remand home. 5 


“[ shall submit evidence later that 
if the boys had had-proper parental 
control, they would not have got 
mixed up in such a case.”

Medical Reports 
for: Divorce 


Cases 


GTATUTORY documents, re- 
ports and certificate relating 
to a patient should be furnished 
by medical authorities to a 
bona-fide applicant wishing to 
take divorce proceedings on the 
ground of insanity.. 


This decision, announced recently 
by Sir Laurence Brock, chairman of 
the Board of Control, {is in accord- 
ance with the opinion expressed in o 
recent case by the President of the 
Divorce Court (Sir Boyd Merri- 
man). 

“A week or 80 ago,” Sir Laurence 


stated, “I signed the formal authori- | 


sation which {s required: under the 
Official Secrets Act, sanctioning the 
disclosure of documents in this 
way.” 

An entirely distinct problem, he 
sald, wae the position of the doo- 
tor who was asked by a would-be 
divorce applicant about the. pos- 
sibilities of a patlent’s recovery. 


In his opinion, this question was 
dealt with by a decision in the House 
of Lords in 1905, the effect of which 
was thot it was in the’ Interests of 
justice that the partes should havo 
some indication beforehand of what 
the evidence would be. They held 
that certain information given. by a 
doctor to his patient’s husband was, 
therefore, privileged. 

He thought It nelther wise nor 
necessary, however, for a doctor to 
supply a. medical certificate or a 
written report, but he did think that 
he would entitiod to reply to any 
questions put to him by the 
toner. or tho -potitfoner’s solicitor 
regording the queetion of whether 
the pationt was curabio or not. 

This was obviously in the interests 
of justice; otherwise the petitioner's 
case would be even more of a gamble 
than litigation normally was.

A 15 feet wide house costs much 
less to build than a 20 fect one, By 
insisting of a 20 ft. wide house, the 
Government will get less money 
per foot of Innd—but what of It. 
There is plenty of land for sale and 
the reduction in price may only be 
from 10 to 20 per cent. 

Another Important point, which 
perhaps {s not fenerally known, Is 
tHat the house owner myst pay for 
the Inying of pavements beth in 
front of und behind bls house, The 
owner Is not permitted to Jay these 
pavements himself but must leave 
the worl: to the P.W.D, and pay the 
Government for it. 

This system, of course, provides 
more work for the P,W.D., more 
Government sorvants.and more pen- 
SIONS, - 

Yet {t is so unnecessary and stupid, 
especially when the owner could 
buve the worl done better ot 60 per 
cent, the cost.

For this the Commission ia not 
to be condemned, Even a super- 
ficial knowledge of the factors

-|blem in- Hongkong is sufficient 


to permit appreciation of the 
Commission’s monumental, nay 
practically hopeless task. 

The Commission’s recommen- 
dations, judged in the light of 
the conclusions reached on the 
economic, firiancial, sociological 
and hygiene factors, possess a 
degree of plausibility and prac- 
ticability which might well be 
turned'to useful account. How- 
ever, the natural doubt of the 
public, long-versed in the pecu- 
liar propensity of Government 
departments for pigeon-holding 
Commission reports, will be 
whether the authorities will 
make serious efforts to translate 
the recommendations into prac- 
tice. 

Clearly the Commission’s task 
of framing the  vecommenda- 
tions was not rendered any 
easier by its first conclusion:

~ LOCAL WEEK-END TIES

In connection with tho revised rules of soccer, some of which 
were explained in these colamns last week, it is now discovered 
at Home that some of ‘the new Jaws are not os easy to administer 
as most people had thought. For instance, there has been a com- 
plete muddle over Law XII and it_hns become so acute that tho 
game is heading for complete chaos. 


In Scotland referees are awarding 
penalty kicks for charging by backs 
while “protecting” their goalkeepers. 
In England most referees, still walt- 
ing for official guidance, ore Ignoring 
completely this interpretation of the 
rule and carrying on os they have 
done In previous ‘seasons. 


Referces, players and officials now 
do not know where .they are, and 
there Is a general opinion that the 
oMcial fecling is in favour of delet- 
ing the pgragraph at the carliest op- 
portunity and taking steps to frame 
an entirely new law dealing with 
obstruction, to operate next scason. 


Concerning charging, the new law 
states “It is permtssible as long as, 
in the opinion of the referee, it is 
fair and the players concerned are 
nttempting to play the ball.” 


-+>--- DIFFERENT VIEWS 


Therefore, if backs charge the 
opposing forwards to “protect” the 
goul-keeper, they are definitely not 
attempting to play the ball at all, 
and, they are thus gullty of an 
offence. Under the new ruling, a 
penalty: kick would be awarded to 
the opposing slide, 


Scottish referees are following , the 
Ictter of the Taw. But {in England, 
most referees feel that this penalty 
is too harsh and not commensurate 
with the offence and they, as alrcady. 
stated, are {gnoring completely the 
interpretation of the rule.
